Christnvas trees ‘used in places 
of public assemblage must be 
fireproofed. . Fire Chief Howard 
Cc. Paulin this week issued a 
warning quoting Sec. 13119 of 
the State Health and Safety code. 
Included in the ultimatum are 
all churches, lodges, schools — 
both ‘public and ‘private -— and 
other public meeting places or 
stores. 

The. state also requires that 
the fireproofing either be done 
by a licenséd person, or, if done 
by a private individual, that the 
tree be tested and approved by 
the ‘fire ‘department. Chief Paul- 
in stated that he will make tests 
in any cases where they. are 
needed. 

Only one licensed firm is 
known in this area, Chief Paulin 
said. Further information may 
be had by telephoning him at 
317-140. 

While it is not required by 
law, it is recommended that all 
home Christmas trees also be 
sprayed. This does not require 
inspection, but does insure ul- 
timate safety and assurance that 
the holiday will not be marred 
by tragedy. 

It is possible to buy fire re- 
tardent which may be sprayed 
on with a spray gun. Many 
home vacuum cleaners have 
these attachments, ordinarily 
used for paint spraying. 

While danger from open can- 
dle flames has been. almost re- 
moved with the modern use of 
electric lighting, danger of fire 
is still apparent. Particular care 
should be used that all electric 
light cords are in good ‘condition, 
and not frayed or worn. The 
tree should never be left light- 
ed while no one is at home. 

Neither should trees be placed 
in close proximity to fireplaces, 
since they become tinder dry 
from the heat, and may catch 
fire from the flames. 

It also is suggested that cos- 
tumes worn in church pluys be 


treated to fire pr coring.

At no time is the old, old story about the grass on the other 
side of the fence being the greenest, so keenly brought to mind 
as during the Christmas shopping season.

Windows are beautifully dec- 
orated, and filled to cverflowing with everything that the 
Christmas hear! could desire. Only a woman demanding her 
privilege to do it the hard way could possibly choose to buck 
the holiday crowds in nearby metropolitan areas at such a 
time. 

Her right to do so is, of course, unquestioned. But if she 
is a thoughful person she will want to keep her money at home, 
where it will provide jobs for her friends and neighbors, and 
where, ultimately, it will join other local dollars in enlarging 
the business outlook.
